afternoon raids, steamed into 

Canton at 5 p.m. 

The journcy was bitterly cold and 
comparatively eventless according to 
the passengers, comprising chiefly 
Customs Chinese employees and thelr 
families. There were also seven 
American sailors with two officers, 
the Italian Consul, Signor Stefenclli, 
the British Vice-Consul In Hankow 
and a handful of other foreigners, in- 
cluding Captain W. ¥&. S. Jones, 
former adviser to Marshal Chang 
Hsuch-linng. 

Tired but cheerful, ‘Coptain Jones, 
declared the trip was quict until 
the train crossed the Kwangtung 
border when six Japanese scaplanes’ 
on two occasions swooped low and 
surveyed the train, but did not drop 
bombs. However, a few moments 
Jater the detonations of  scveral 
Bombs were heard about a mile be- 

nd. 

The station immediately ahead 
was machine-gunned but all was 
quict when the train drew alongside 
the platform. Several trucks which 
has been severely bombed were 
picked up by the traln and towed 
tu Canton. 

Tt transpired that the planes drop- 
ped bombs at Yuantuan behind the 
refugee train, disrupting telephone 
communications with Canton,

Onc of the most interesting and at the same 
timo most misunderstood of Hongkong’s early 
colonial administrators was the Colony’s second 
Governor — Sir John Francis Davis. 


He was a man of whom his co 
gent opinions. 
Lord Elgin regarded Sir John as t

Sir John Francis Davis was | 
born in England on July 16, 1795, 
and died at, his residence, Holly- 
wood ‘lower, Westbury-on-Tyne, 
near Bristol on November 13, 
1890. During his long life of 
nearly 96 years he distinguished 
himself for his literary achieve- 
ments and some of his publica- 
tions on Chinn are still regarded 
ag standard works, and widely 
rend even to-day. Indeed one of 
the most scholarly of his works was 
written before he was 27 years of 
age, this being a volume of Chinese 
novels translated into English. An- 
other of bis earlier literary efforts 
wis a book entitled “The Fortunate 
Union" published in 1829.. However, 
the work upon which rests his re- 


putation as a writer was a learned 
reatise on the customs and charac~ 


teristics of the Chinese people which 
wus published in 1836, : 


Davis arrived in Hongkong on May 
7, 1844 as successor to Sir Henry 
Pottinger. His services in China. | 
however, went baci toa much carlicr 
date, having commenced in 1813 with 
the East India Company and con- 
tinued with that institution until the 
annulment of its charter in 1834, In 
that year he was appointed Sccre- 
tary Superintendent of Trade to Lord 
Nopler and when that worthy died he 
succeeded to his post of Chief 
Superintendent. 


After o short time in that position 
he resigned and returned to England, 
where he was asked by His Majesty's 
Government to assume the governor=

Consequently, the British 
residents . assembled in. the first 
public mecting ever held in Hong- 
kong on October 28, 1844, and ap- 
“pointed o committee to memorialise 
the Governor. 

The Chinese inhabitants, too, took 
alarm at the Ordinance and on 
October 30 the first strike occurred 
{n Hongkong... Every Chincse shop 
was closed, stall-holders in the 
markets refused: to open, cargo and 
passenger boats furled their sails and‘ 
thelr crews remained . obdurate to 
persuasion to engare in thelr usual 
‘activities, cootles and domestic ser- 
vants followed tha general cxnmple, 
and ofl business was at a standstill.

On 
June 28, 1844 he issued a notification 
ordering the strict observation of 
Sunday as a day of rest and all public 
contracts henceforth included this 
stipulation.

The . church was completed In 
October, 1846 and where its founda- 
tion stone was laid St. John's 
Cathedral now stands, Under his 
fostering care many schools were 
established and the name of at least 
one of these remains to the present 
day—St. Paul's College. For the 
especial benefit of the Chinese popu- 
lation, which had at this {ime nine 
Confucian schools nt work, the 
Governor devised, carly in 1847, 
various grant-In-nld schemes.

ROAD TRAGEDIES 


New York. 

Approximately 40,000 persons 
will be killed in motor accidents 
within the next year in the Uni- 
ted States, Dr. Miller McClin- 
tock, director of the Bureau for 
Traffic Research at Harvard 
University, stated in an address 
ut the recent Safety Foundation 
penelaan at the Waldorf-Astoria 

otel. 


Indicating the necessity for more 


‘teaution on the part of motorists and 


better traffic regulations, Dr, Mc- 
Clintock further estimated that 135,- 
000 persons will be permanently dis- 
abled and about a million and a half 
will suffer injurics. 


“The uctual cost of highway acci- 


‘}dents in this country, including death, 


injury and property damage,” he 
sald, “hns been estimated at from 
one and a half to two billion dollars 
a year.” 

Dr. McClintock, however, did not 
attribute this alarming mortality to 


,Jany outstanding defect in the con- 


struction of cars. “The fact Is that 
to-day there is not a single car in 
current production that is not de- 
signed for safe and continuous speed 
of sixty miles an hour.” 


The trouble, he said, is in the con- 
gestion of traffic In almost all United 
Stutes-elties—As-an-example-of-this. 
problem he pointed out that in urban 
communities in this country jt is un- 
safe to drive over seventeen miles 
an hour. On’ Park Avenue In this 
city, twelve miles an hour Is the 
limit for safe driving. 


John W. Darr, director of the Safety 
Foundation, read a Ietter from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt which urged that 
efforts be redoubled to achieve traffic 
safety. The President also praised 
the nation’s newspapers for their 
forceful safety campaigns. These 
campaigns have been conducted not 
only with editorials but also by moans 
of vivid pictures showing the wreclc- 
age of cars and the agony of dying 
victims.—Untted Press.

Miss Yao is little over twenty and 
Is a_native of Heiho, on the Amur 
River, and was educated in Shanghai. 
She has nothing of the warrlor's look, 
though she has campaigned in Feng-~ 
tien, Jehol, Charhar and Shanghai in 
the past seven years.

_ Great . Britain © built up her 
industries and established her 
commercial, supremacy during 
the nineteenth century under 3 
policy of individualism and 
private enterprise. It was then 
senerally accepted that the 
State should concern itself as 
little as possible with industry, 
trade and commerce. Actually, 
politics were not so completely 
divorced from industry as was 
venerally supposed. Parliament 
passed laws governing hours of 
labour, the employment of wo- 
men and children, and general 
conditions in’ factories and 
mines; but on the whole the 
industrialist | suffered compara- 
tively little official interference 
in the conduct of his business, 
and he asked little in return 
from Parliament.

Parliament 
now occupies itself very much 
with industrial and commercial 
affairs; but the principle of com- 
plete State control and regula- 
tion has not been adopted. As 
in most other matters the 
Government has taken the 
middle course. Private enter- 
prise: and initiative are still 
encouraged; a restricted indivi- 
dualism is allowed; but the 
State has stepped in to 
influence, to encourage or to 
support industry and commerce 
as occasion demanded. In re- 
gard to the workers the State 
has advanced enormously dur- 
ing the present ‘century.

The death of tho distinguished 
archacologist, Mr. J. L. Starkey, who 
was murdered by Arabs yesterday 
near Hebron, is deeply deplored by 
all interested in Biblical archacology. 
Mr. Starkey, who was head of the 
Wellcome Marston Research Expedi- 
tion at work in Palestine, was travel- 
Hng by. car to Jerusalem from the 
site of his excavations in Lachish, 
accompanicd by two Arab servants, 
when the car was waylald by an 
armed gang of Arabs who compelled 
him to alight’and shot him dead. 

Among Mr.’ Starkey’s discoverles 
at Lachish, the most strongly forti- 
fied city in Biblical history, were 
ten potsherds bearing a Hebrew in- 
<cription which appeared to be 
written In ink. 

This he regarded as proof that 
when Moses led the Tribes into the 
Wildernesa he led them Into:a land 
where alphabetic writing was already 
in use. The Lachish letters are the 
oldest Hebrew Hterary manuscripts 
Kknown.—British Wireless, :

Many other nations followed 
the same lines when they de- 
veloped their own industries. 
They adopted British machines, 

e| British methods, and British 
policy. Now all that has been 
changed. In the “totalitarian” 
stales—namely, Sovict Russia, 
Germany and Italy—industry is 
neither individualistic nor does 
its enterprise depend upon pri- 
initiative; the State is 
supreme. Unrestricted compe- 
tition is dead. In one country 
at any rate competition has 
been almost completely elmin- 
ated, and under the other 
dictatorships it is regulated by 
the State. 


In Great Britain there have 
been considerable modifications 
of the nineteenth century policy 
of laissez faire. Parliament 
now occupies itself very much 
‘with industrial and commercial 
affairs; but the principle of com- 
plete State control und regula- 
tion has not been adopted. As 
in most other matters the

Davis arrived in Honiton on May 
7, 1844 as successor fo Sir Henry 
Pottinge His services in China, 
however, went back tot much curlicr | 
date, having commenced in 1813 with 
the East India Company and con- 
tinued with that institution until the 
sannulment of its charter in 1034. In 
that year he was appointed Secre-! 
tory Superintendent of Trade to Lord 
Napier and when that worthy died he 
succecded to his post of Chief 
Superintendent.

Sir John was also the first Gover- 
nor of Hongkong to take any interest 
in religion and education, he himself 
being a very ‘plous individual. On 
June 28, 1844 he issued a notification 
ordering the strict observation of 
Sunday as a day of rest and all public 
contracts henceforth. Included this 
stipulation. It was due largely to his 
representations that the Home Gov- 
ernment gave its unwilling, consent 


to the enrly erection of the Colonial’ 


Church, building operations on which 
were begun in October, 1843. 


The church was comploted in 
October, 1846 and where its founda- 
tion stone was Inld St. John's 
Cathedral now stands. Under his 
fostering care many schools were 
established and the name of at least 
one of these remnins to the present 
day—St. Paul's College. For the 
especial benefit of the Chinese’ popu- 
lation, which had at this time nine 
Confucian schools at work, the 
Governor devised, carly !n 1847, 
various grant-in-ald schemes.
